THE LIBRARY SERVICES BILL—WHAT IT CAN MEAN TO YOU! 


1. What it is. The Library Services Bill is a bill before Congress which is 
of great importance to the people of Iowa. It authorizes the appropriation of 
$7,500,000 a year for a five year period to demonstrate the practical value 
of library service in rural areas (towns under 10,000 population are also 
considered rural). It can mean establishment of library service where none 
exists now and it can mean the improvement of existing library service. 
Nearly 40% of the Iowa population has NO library service, and many more 
Iowans have inadequate service. 

Each state would receive a basic allotment of $40,000, plus additional 
funds based on the rural population of the state as compared to the rural 
population of the United States. This money is matched by the state on the 
basis of the per capita income of the state as compared to the national per 
capita income. On this basis, Iowa could receive a maximum of $174,096. 

This money is NOT A GIFT. It is an incentive measure for a definite pur- 
pose for a limited period only. 

2. What it can do for you. If you are among the 27 million people in the 
United States who do not have access to public libraries it can provide a 
continuing education for adults; it can provide a book program that sup- 
plements school work for children and it can set a pattern for library ser- 
vice that will be economical and adequate, and which will be adaptable to 
other regions of the state. Advice from professional librarians will also be 
available on local library problems. 

3. How can you get it. The amount of money which will be available to 
Iowa cannot possibly cover the entire state. It can, however, cover several 
areas for a period of two or three years. The stimulation program will be 
developed in the regions where the local promotion and interest is greatest. 
The pilot demonstrations should go to the regions offering the best facilities 
for (1) Headquarters; (2) Clerical help; and (3) Financial aid. Any region 
desiring to have the demonstration should 
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a. Express a desire to have the pilot demonstration in the area. Write to 
the State Traveling Library Director. 

b. Be willing and able to consolidate book selection, cataloging and ac- 
counting. 

c. Give reasonable assurance of the continuation of the program when 
the demonstration ends. The program must be carried on, to prove that 
it has been successful. 

Each State, before receiving any money, must submit a plan for extend- 
ing public library services to the U. S. Commissioner of Education, who 
will approve the plan, if submitted to him by the authorized state agency, 
and if the plan complies with the specifications of the act. 

Your State Library Development Committee has worked long and hard 
on a suitable plan for Iowa. The first report on the proposed plan for re- 
gional libraries was made a year ago in the April, 1955, Iowa Library 
Quarterly. At that time the Committee asked for suggestions from all li- 
brarians an dtrustees and six responses were received. This report is being 
made in the hope that it will reach a greater number of interested people, 
and that there will be more suggestions for procedure and requests for the 
pilot demonstration. 

The passage of the Library Services Bill will offer a wonderful oppor- 
tunity and a tremendous challenge to the Librarians and Trustees of Iowa. 
What will be accomplished will depend on YOU!

FEODOR ROJANKOVSKY was born in Mitava, Russia. Drawing and 
illustrating was a family interest and at the age of nine he illustrated his 
first book ROBINSON CRUSOE—although he adds, it was never pub- 
lished. In 1912 he began his studies at the Moscow Fine Arts Academy. 
These were interrupted by the First World War, and after the Revolution 
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he lived for a time in Poland. He went to Paris in 1920, and although there 


were early struggles, there was also great accomplishment, for these were 
the years when his handsome books of DANIEL BOONE and JACQUES 
CARTIER were published. The Second World War made him a refugee 
again—this time to the United States where he has earned a warm wel- 
come with such contributions as TALL TALE OF MOTHER GOOSE and 
FROG WENT A-COURTIN’. In acknowledging the award, he says “I was 
very happy to receive the announcement of the honor bestowed on my 


Frog and me.”

IOWA LIBRARY LAWS 
Chapter 378, Code 1950 


PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


378.1 Formation — Maintenance. Cities and towns may provide for 
the formation and maintenance of free public libraries open to the use of 
all inhabitants under proper regulations, and may purchase, erect, or rent 
buildings or rooms suitable for this purpose and provide for the compen- 
sation of necessary employees. 

378.2 Donations. Cities and towns may receive, hold, and dispose of all 
gifts, donations, devises, and bequests that may be made to them for the 
purpose of establishing, increasing, or improving any library; and when 
the conditions thereof have been accepted by the city, their performance 
may be enforced by the library board by an action of mandamus against 
the council or by other proper action. The council may apply the profits 
accruing therefrom to best promote the prosperity and utility of the library. 

378.3 Library Trustees. In any city or town in which a free library has 
been established, there shall be a board of library trustees, consisting of 
five, seven, or nine members, to be appointed by the mayor, by and with 
the approval of the city council, which shall also establish by ordinance 
the number appointed. 

378.4 Term of Office. Of said trustees so appointed on boards to consist 
of nine members, three shall hold office for two years, three for four years, 
and three for six years; on boards to consist of seven members, two shall 
hold office for two years, two for four years, and three for six years; and 
on boards to consist of five members, one shall hold office for two years, 
two for four years and two for six years, from the first day of July follow- 
ing their appointment in each case, and at their first meeting they shall cast 
lots for their respective terms, reporting the result of such lot to the 
council. All subsequent appointments, whatever the size of the board, shall 
be for terms of six years each, except to fill vacancies. 

378.5 Qualifications. Bona fide citizens and residents of the city or 
town, male or female, over the age of twenty-one years, are alone eligible 
to membership. 

378.6 Vacancies. Vacancies in the board shall be filled by appointment 
by the mayor, by and with approval of the city council, such appointees to 
fill out the unexpired term for which the appointment is made. 

378.7 “Vacancy” Defined. The removal of any trustee permanently 
from the city, or his absence from six consecutive regular meetings of the 
board, except in the case of sickness or temporary absence from the city, 
without due explanation of absence, shall render his office as trustee vacant. 

378.8 Compensation. Members of said board shall receive no compen- 
sation for their services. 

378.9 Joint Libraries. In cities and incorporated towns where a college 
or university is located, it shall be lawful for the city or town and such 
institution of learning to jointly establish and maintain a public library 
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for their mutual benefit upon such terms and conditions as regards main- 
tenance, control, appointment of library trustees, and other incidents of 
joint control as may in any lawful manner be mutually agreed upon be- 
tween them; but no city or town may undertake to contribute toward the 
maintenance more than the amount produced by a rate of taxation there- 
fore allowed by law, and no person shall be appointed or confirmed as 
library trustees other than such having the qualifications required by law. 

378.10 Powers. Said board of library trustees shall have and exercise 
the following powers. 

1. To meet and organize by the election of one of their number as presi- 
dent of the board; and by the election of a secretary and such other officers 
as the board may deem necessary. 

2. To have charge, control, and supervision of the public library, its 
appurtenances and fixtures, and rooms containing the same, directing and 
controlling all the affairs of such library. 

3. To employ a librarian, such assistants and employees as may be neces- 
sary for the proper management of said library, and fix their compensation; 
but, prior to such employment, the compensation of such librarian, assist- 
ants, and employees shall be fixed for the term of employment by a ma- 
jority of the members of said board voting in favor thereof. 

4. To remove such librarian, assistants, or employees by a vote of two- 
thirds of such board for misdemeanor, incompetency, or inattention to the 
duties of such employment. 

5. To select and make purchases of books, pamphlets, magazines, periodi- 
cals, papers, maps, journals, furniture, fixtures, stationery and supplies for 
such library. 

6. To authorize the use of such libraries by nonresidents of such cities 
and towns and to fix charges therefor. 

7. To make and adopt, amend, modify, or repeal bylaws, rules, and regu- 
lations, not inconsistent with law, for the care, use, government, and man- 
agement of such library and the business of said board, fixing and enforc- 
ing penalties for the violation thereof. 

8. To have exclusive control of the expenditures of all taxes levied for 
library purposes as provided by law, and of the expenditure of all moneys 
available by gift or otherwise for the erection of library buildings, and of 
all other moneys belonging to the library fund, including fines and rentals 
collected under the rules of the board of trustees. 

9. To accept gifts of real property, personal property, or mixed property, 
and devises and bequests, including trust funds; to take the title to said 
property in the name of said library; to execute deeds and bills of sale for 
the conveyance of said property; and to expend the funds received by them 
from such gifts, for the improvement of said library. This subsection shall 
apply to cities and towns, irrespective of their form of government. Said 
board shall keep a record of its proceedings. 

378.11 Power to Contract. Contracts may be made between the board 
of trustees of any free public library and any city, town, school corporation, 
township, or county or with the trustees of any county library district for 
its use by their respective residents. Townships and counties may enter 
into such contracts, but may only contract for the residents outside of cities 
and towns. Such contract by a county shall supersede all contracts between 
the library trustees and townships or school corporations outside of cities 
and towns. 

378.12 Method of Use. Such use shall be accomplished by one or more 
of the following methods in whole or in part: 

1. By lending the books of such library to such residents on the same 
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terms and conditions as to residents of the city or town in which said 
library is situated. 

2. By the establishment of depositories of books of such library 
to be loaned to such residents at stated times and places. 

3. By the transportation of books of such library by wagon or other con- 
veyance for lending the same to such residents at stated times and places. 

4. By the establishment of branch libraries for lending books to such 
residents. 

378.13 Rate of Tax. Such contracts shall provide for the rate of tax to 
be levied during the period thereof. They may, by mutual consent of con- 
tracting parties, be terminated at any time. They may also be terminated 
by a majority of electors, represented by either of the contracting parties, 
voting on a proposition to terminate which shall be submitted by the gov- 
erning body upon a written petition of electors in a number not less than 
five percent of those who voted in the area for governor at the last general 
election. The proposition may be submitted at any election provided by law 
which covers the area of that seeking to terminate the contract. The peti- 
tion shall be presented to the governing body not less than forty days be- 
fore the election at which the question is to be submitted. 

378.14 Township Tax. The board of trustees of any township which 
has entered into such a contract shall at the April meeting levy a tax not 
exceeding one-fourth mill on the dollar on all taxable property in the town- 
ship to create a fund to fulfill its obligation under the contract. 

378.15 County Tax. The board of supervisors, after it makes such con- 
tract, shall levy annually on the taxable property of the county outside of 
cities and towns, a tax of not more than one mill to create a fund to ful- 
fill its obligations under the contract. Electors of that part of any county 
residing outside of cities and towns in a number of not less than twenty- 
five percent of those who voted for governor at the last general election in 
said area may petition the board of supervisors to submit the proposition 
of requiring the board of supervisors to provide library service for them 
and their area by contract as provided by section 378.11. Thereafter it shall 
be the duty of the board of supervisors to submit the proposition to the 
voters of the county residing outside of cit'>s and towns at the next nearest 
election, primary or general, provided, however, that said petition shall 
have been filed not less than forty days prior to the date of the electi.n 
at which the question is to be submitted. If a majority of those voting upon 
the proposition favor it the board of supervisors shall within thirty days 
thereafter appoint a board of library trustees from residents of the petition- 
ing area and whose number, term of office, vacancies and qualifications, 
other than residence, shall be the same as provided for trustees of free 
public libraries in cities and towns. Vacancies shall be filled by the board 
of supervisors. The board of trustees is authorized to contract with trustees 
of any library for library use or service for the benefit of the residents and 
area represented by it. The contract so executed shall have all the force 
and effect of one executed by the board of supervisors under the provisions 
of section 378.11. The board of supervisors shall thereafter levy annually on 
the taxable property of the county outside of cities and towns, a tax of not 
more than one mill to create a fund to fulfill the contract obligations of the 
trustees appointed by it. 

378.16 Uniting With Historical Associations. Whenever a local county 
historical association shall be formed in any county having a free public 
library, the trustees of such library are hereby authorized to unite with 
such historical association and to set apart the necessary room and to care 
for such articles as may come into the possession of said association; said 
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trustees are also authorized to purchase necessary receptacles and ma- 
terials for the preservation and protection of such articles as are in their 
judgment of a historical and educational nature and pay for the same out 
of the library fund. 

378.17 Fund-Treasurer. All moneys received and set apart for the 
maintenance of such library shall be deposited in the treasury of such city 
or town to the credit of the library fund, and shall be kept by the treasurer 
separate and apart from all other moneys, and paid out upon the orders of 
the board of trustees, signed by its president and secretary. Provided that 
in any city or incorporated town where a free public library is maintained 
jointly by the city or town and an institution of learning, for the support 
and maintenance of which both the city and the institution of learning 
contribute, the library trustees may elect a library treasurer therefor, and 
it shall be the duty of the city treasurer to pay over to said library treasurer 
any and all library taxes that may be collected by him monthly. 

378.18. Report. The board of trustees shall, immediately after the close 
of each municipal fiscal year, make to the council a report containing a 
statement of the condition of the library, the number of books added there- 
to, the number circulated, the number not returned or lost, the amount of 
fines collected, and the amount of money expended in the maintenance 
thereof during such year, together with such further information as it may 
deem important. 


COUNTY LIBRARIES 
Chapter 358B, Code 1950 


358B.1 Power to Establish. Counties may provide for the formation 
and maintenance of free public libraries open to the use of all inhabitants 
under proper regulations, and may purchase, erect, or rent buildings or 
rooms suitable for this purpose and provide for the compensation of neces- 
sary employees. 

358B.2 Library Districts Formed. A county library district may be 
established composed of one county or two or more adjacent counties and 
may include or exclude the entirety of a city or town partly within one of 
the counties. Electors residing within the proposed district in a number 
not less than five percent of those voting for governor within said district 
at the last general election may petition the board of supervisors of the 
county or counties for the establishment of such county library district. 
Said petition shall clearly designate the area to be included in the district. 
The board of supervisors of each county containing area within the pro- 
posed district shall submit the proposition to the electors within their re- 
spective counties at any general or primary election provided said election 
occurs not less than forty days after the filing of the petition. A county li- 
brary district shall be established, if a majority of the electors, voting on 
the proposition and residing outside of cities and towns maintaining a free 
public library as provided by section 378.1, favor it. The result of the 
election within cities and towns maintaining a free public library under 
the above mentioned provision shall be considered separately, and no such 
city or town shall be included within the county library district unless a 
majority of its electors, voting on the proposition, favor its inclusion. In 
such cases the boundaries of an established district may vary from those 
of the proposed district. After the establishment of a county library district 
other areas may be included by mutual agreement of the board of trustees 
of the county library district and the governing body of the area sought to 
be included. 

358B.3 Gifts Accepted. Counties may receive, hold and dispose of all 
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gifts, donations, devises, and bequests that may be made to them for the 
purpose of establishing, increasing, or improving any library. When the 
conditions thereof have been accepted by the county, their use for the 
county library may be enforced against the county board of supervisors by 
the library board by an action of mandamus or by other proper action. 

358B.4 Library Trustees. In any county or counties in which a library 
district has been established a board of library trustees, consisting of five, 
seven, or nine electors of the library district, shall be appointed by the 
board or boards of supervisors of the county or counties comprising such 
library district. Membership on the library board shall be apportioned be- 
tween the rural and city and town areas of the district in proportion to the 
population in each of such areas. In the event the library district is com- 
posed of two or more counties, representation on said library board shall 
be equitably divided between or among said counties in proportion to the 
population in each of such counties. 

358B.5 Terms. Of said trustees so appointed on boards to consist of nine 
members, three shall hold office for two years, three for four years, and 
three for six years; on boards to consist of seven members, two shall hold 
office for two years, two for four years, and three for six years, and on 
boards to consist of five members, one shall hold office two years, two for 
four years, and two for six years, from the first day of July following their 
appointment in each case. At their first meeting they shall cast lots for their 
respective terms, reporting the result of such lot to the board of supervisors. 
All subsequent appointments, whatever the size of the board, shall be for 
terms of six years each. Vacancies shall be filled for unexpired terms by the 
governing body of the taxing unit of the district represented by the retiring 
member. 

358B.6 Removal or Absence of Trustee. The board of library trustees 
may declare the office of a trustee vacant by his removal from the library 
district or his unexplained absence from six consecutive regular meetings. 

358B.7 No Compensation. Members of said board shall receive no 
compensation for their services. 

358B.8 Powers. Said board of library trustees shall have and exercise 
the following powers: 

1. To meet and organize by the election of one of their number as presi- 
dent of the board, and by the election of a secretary and such other officers 
as the board may deem necessary. 

2. To have charge, and supervision of the public library, its appurten- 
ances and fixtures, and rooms containing the same, directing and controll- 
ing all the affairs of such library. 

3. To employ a librarian, such assistants and employees as may be neces- 
sary for the proper management of said library, and fix their compensa- 
tion; but, prior to such employment, the compensation of such librarian, 
assistants, and employees shall be fixed for the term of employment by a 
majority of the members of said board voting in favor thereof. 

4. To remove such librarian, assistants, or employees by a vote of two- 
thirds of such board for misdemeanor, incompetency, or inattention to the 
duties of such employment. 

5. To select and make purchase of books, pamphlets, magazines, periodi- 
cals, papers, maps, journals, furniture, fixtures, stationery, and supplies for 
such library. 

6. To authorize the use of such libraries by school corporations or by non- 
residents of the area which is taxed to support such libraries and to fix 
charges therefor. 

7. To make and adopt, amend, modify, or repeal bylaws, rules, and regu- 
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lations, not inconsistent with law, for the care, use, government, and man- 
agement of such library and the business of said board, fixing and enforcing 
penalties for the violation thereof. 

8. To have exclusive control of the expenditures of all taxes levied for 
library purposes as provided by law, and of the expenditures of all moneys 
available by gift or otherwise for the erection of library buildings, and 
of all other moneys belonging to the library fund, inciuding fines and 
rentals collected under the rules of the board of trustees. Said board shall 
keep a record of its proceedings. 

9. To accept gifts of any property, including trust funds; to take the title 
to said property in the name of said library; to execute deeds and bills of 
sale for the conveyance of said property; and to expend the funds re- 
ceived by them from such gifts, for the improvement of said library. 

358B.9 Methods of Service. Library service shall be accomplished by 
one or more of the following methods in whole or in part: 

1. By the establishment of depositories of books or other educational 
materials to be loaned at stated times and places. 

, 2. By the transportation of books or other educational materials by con- 
veyances for lending the same at stated times and places. 

3. By the establishment of branch libraries for lending books and other 
educational materials. 

4. By contracting for library service with the trustees of a free public 
library of any city or town. 

358B.10 Library Fund. All moneys received and set apart for the 
maintenance of such library shall be deposited in the treasury of such 
county to the credit of the library fund, and shall be kept by the treasurer 
separate and apart from all other moneys, and paid out upon the orders of 
the board of trustees, signed by its president and secretary. Provided 
that where a free public library is maintained jointly by two or more 
counties, the library trustees may elect a library treasurer therefor, and it 
shall be the duty of the city and county treasurers to pay over to said 
library treasurer any and all library taxes that may be collected by them 
monthly. Such library treasurer shall be required to furnish a bond con- 
ditioned as provided by section 64.2, Code 1950, in such amount as agreed 
upon by the boards of supervisors and the cost thereof shall be paid by 
the counties. 

358B.11 Annual Report. The board of trustees shall, immediately after 
the close of each fiscal year, make to the board of supervisors a report 
containing a statement of the condition of the library, the number of books 
added thereto, the number circulated, the number not returned or lost, the 
amount of fines collected, and the amount of money expended in the main- 
tenance thereof during such year, together with such further information 
as it may deem important. 

358B.12 Real Estate Acquired. In any county in which a free library 
has been established, the board of library trustees may condemn real 
estate in the name of the county for the location of library buildings and 
branch libraries, and for the purpose of enlarging the grounds thereof. 

358B.13 Maintenance Expense on Proportionate Basis. The mainten- 
ance of a county library shall be on a proportionate population basis 
whereby each taxing unit as hereinafter defined shall bear its share in 
proportion to its population to the whole of said county library district. 
The board of Jibrary trustees shall on or before July 10 of each year make 
an estimate of the amount it deems necessary for the maintenance of the 
county library and shall transmit said estimate in dollars to the board 
or boards of supervisors and to the city and town councils within the dis- 
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trict. The entire rural area of each county in the library district shall be 
considered as a separate taxing unit. Each city and town which is part 
of the county library district shall be considered as a separate taxing unit. 
The board of supervisors and the council of each city and town composing 
said county library district shall make the necessary millage levies accord- 
ingly for library maintenance purposes of not to exceed two mills. Any 
unexpended balance in the library maintenance fund at the end of the 
fiscal year shall remain in said fund and be available without reappropria- 
tion. 

358B.14_ Not Applicable to Contract Service. The provisions of this act 
pertaining to the establishment of a county library district shall not apply 
to any area receiving library service from any city or town library under 
the provisions of chapter 378, Code 1950, unless the petition for a county 
library district shall, in addition to the required signatures of electors, 
be signed by the governing body of the area receiving library service 
under contract. 

358B.15 Existing Contracts Assumed. Whenever a county library dis- 
trict is established the board of trustees thereof shall assume all the obli- 
gations of the existing contracts made by cities, towns, townships, school 
a or counties to receive library service from free public 
ibraries. 





LAWS OF THE 54TH GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
Chapter 159 


Municipal Revenue 

Sec. 10. Municipal Enterprises. Municipal corporation shall have 
power to annually cause to be levied for a fund to be known as the muni- 
cipal enterprises fund an annual tax not to exceed ten (10) mills on the 
dollar on all taxable property within the corporate limits and allocate the 
proceeds thereof to be spent for the following purposes: 

3. For the purchase of a library site and construction of buildings there- 
on; 
4. For the maintenance of a free public library. The board of library 
trustees shall, on or before the first day of August in each year, make an 
estimate of the amount it deems necessary for the improvement, operation, 
and maintenance of the library and shall transmit said estimate together 
with a statement of the amount necessary for the purposes authorized by 
subsection three (3) to the council. In no event shall the amount of tax 
allocated for maintenance purposes exceed the amount that would be 
derived from a three mill levy at current valuations, nor shall the amount 
allocated for purposes of subsection three (3) exceed the amount that 
would be derived from a levy of three-fourths mill at current valuations. 

5. When a public library has not been established, to secure for the in- 
habitants of the municipal corporation the free use of a public library. 


ALA AT MIAMI 


The 75th Annual Conference of the American Library Association will 
be held in Miami Beach, June 17 to 23, with 3,500 librarians expected to 
participate in a program which has been streamlined to provide sufficient 
free time for enjoyment of the famous resort facilities of the area. 

A Conference innovation will be programs at three of the five General 
Sessions which ALA is presenting jointly with various ALA Divisions. 

Two meetings of the ALA Council and a Membership Meeting will deal 
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largely with final steps in effecting ALA reorganization which was ap- 
proved by Council action in previous meetings. 

The Fontainebleau is the Headquarters Hotel, where ALA offices will be 
located and larger meetings accommodated. Exhibits will be housed in 
tents on the Fontainebleau grounds. 

ALA President John S. Richards, Librarian, Seattle Public Library, will 
preside at the opening General Session on Monday evening, June 18, and 
at the closing General Session on Friday evening, when new officers will 
be introduced and President-elect Ralph R. Shaw, Graduate School of Li- 
brary Service, Rutgers University, will be inaugurated as President. 

Here are some highlights of the Conference: 

The Second General Session on Tuesday afternoon, jointly sponsored 
by ALA with the Public Libraries Division, will be devoted to “A Case 
for Notable Books,” discussed by a prominent author, publisher, critic, and 
librarian. 

Author Jessamyn West will be speaker at the Third General Session, 
Wednesday evening, jointly sponsored with the Division of Libraries for 
Children and Young People, American Association of School Librarians, 
and National Book Committee. 

P. M. Sherlock, Vice Principal, University College of the West Indies, 
Jamaica, B.W.I., will address the Fourth General Session, jointly spon- 
sored with the Association of College and Reference Libraries, Division 
of Cataloging and Classification, and Library Education Division. 

The annual Newbery-Caldecott Awards Dinner will be held on Tuesday 
evening. The Children’s Library Association is also conducting a unique 
Auction of valuable books, original illustrations, and related items on Wed- 
nesday evening in behalf of the Frederic G. Melcher Scholarship Fund; 
and a Story Telling Festival honoring noted story tellers on Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday mornings. The AYPL is conducting a workshop on 
Introducing Books to Young People on Tuesday and Wednesday mornings. 

An unusual and lively ABC Party (Authors, Books, Conversation) will 
be held by PLD’s Notable Books Council, just following the Tuesday Gen- 
eral Session, at which top-ranking authors, publishers, and librarians will 
be hosts to small groups for informal conversation about the books which 
each host will have in hand. 

The AASL is conducting a Cruise dinner aboard a Biscayne Bay excur- 
sion ship on Sunday evening, Jure 17, with well known Florida authors of 
children’s books as guests. 

The American Association of Library Trustees will top off its program 
with a dinner meeting on Thursday evening. The speaker will be Hodding 
Carter, author, editor and publisher, Delta Democrat-Times, Greenville, 
Miss. 

A Public Relations Workshop will be conducted by the ALA Public 
Relations Committee on Sunday, June 17, with Malcolm S. Knowles, 
Administrative Coordinator of the Adult Education Association as con- 
sultant. Afternoon and evening sessions will deal with “Personal Relations 
in Public Relations.” 

An Adult Education Workshop, with Mr. Knowles acting as consultant, 
will be conducted Monday through Friday mornings, on the “Use of Com- 
munity Resources and Library Materials.” The 5-day workshop is spon- 
sored jointly by the Adult Education Board, PLD Adult Education Section, 
Audio-Visual Board, Audio-Visual Round Table, and ALA Adult Education 
Office.
